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History  of  Silver  Art  Bar  Collecting.  (Continued 
from  last  issue) 

MASTERPIECE  MEDALLIANS 

Go  First  Class  (BM-9),  Pipe  Dreamer  (BM-10)  and 
Silent  Pardners  (BM-11)  were  credited  to  Belford  &  Causey. 
Masterpiece  Medallians  owned  the  Dies  and  had  the  bars  struck  for 
them. 

Silent  Pardners  appeared  in  Dec  of  1983  with  the  same 
original  poem  on  the  reverse  but  with  a  reeded  edge. 

BM-9  and  BM-10  appeared  with  a  reverse  now  listed  as 
Doyle’s  Coin  Palace  Type  2. 

Investigation  showed  that  Golden  State  Mint  struck  all  three 
of  these  bars.  Obverse  and  reverse  dies  were  available  for  striking. 
BM-11  is  a  replica  of  the  original  bar  but  has  a  reeded  edge.  -- 
BM-9  and  BM-10  had  no  reverse  die  available  and  it  was  decided 
to  cut  down  the  original  dies  to  conform  with  the  Doyle’s  Type  2 
reverse.  For  some  reason  it  was  desired  that  these  two  bars  have 
a  reverse  that  isn’t  blank.  Re-cutting  resulted  in  changes  of  the 
original  die  and  one  of  the  differences  is  the  lack  of  detail  on  the 
"Face"  of  the  Nude  on  the  forehead  of  the  Dreamer. 

Lee  Kuntz  owns  several  bar  dies  but  has  no  striking  facilities. 
He  has  bars  struck  by  various  Minting  facilities  according  to  Price 
and  workmanship. 


Masterpiece  Medallians  is  also  credited  with  striking  the 
KNOTTS  BERRY  FARM  (DCP-1),  and  U.S.  BICENTENNIAL 
(DCP-2)  for  Doyle’s  Coin  Palace  of  Buena  Park,  California. 

The  fly  in  the  ointment.  Lee  Kuntz  owner  of  Masterpiece 
Medallians  has  no  facilities  to  mint  a  bar. 


HEART  SHAPED  BARS 

A  series  of  three  heart  shaped  bars  were  minted  for  release 
on  Valentine’s  Day  1982. Three  different  designs  were  used  on  the 
obverse  -  Rose  Bud  with  no  Stem,  Rose  with  Stem  and  two 
flowers  tied  together  with  a  ribbon.  -  All  three  designs  had  the 
same  reverse,  "  Especially  for  You"  in  fancy  lettering. 

These  bars  were  designed  by  Walt  Ankennan  of 
Carlsbad,  California.  He  was  partners  with  Doyle  Francis  and  a 
fellow  who  formerly  lived  in  Texas. 
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There  was  trouble  in  locating  someone  who  could  strike 
these  odd  shaped  bars.  The  former  Texan  who  was  now  working 
for  Zeiser  Company  told  the  others  that  he  could  get  the  bars 
struck.  Each  partner  was  to  get  1  or  2  thousand  copies  for  resale. 

A  coin  dealer  in  San  Diego  was  contacted  to  buy  copies  of  these 
bars  by  the  Texan.  He  placed  an  order  with  the  provision  the  bars 
be  delivered  before  Valentine’s  Day.  He  got  his  order  and  headed 
for  a  coin  show.  At  the  show,  he  found  that  he  had  copies  of  the 
bars  but  Walt  Ankerman  &  Doyle  Francis  didn’t.  The  third 
partner  had  contacted  coin  dealers  and  made  his  sales  before  his 
partners  had  gotten  any  of  their  bars.  —  Dies  were  also  modified 
to  form  other  variations,  and  predictions  have  it  that  as  many  as  20 
varieties  were  struck.  All  of  poor  quality. 


INTER  MINT 

Operated  from  an  old  winery  in  Colton,  California,  it’s 
operations.  —  Press  problems  produced  many  errors  and  other 
oddities.  These  errors  were  made  available  to  the  public  because 
all  planchets  had  to  be  accounted  for. 

Inter  Mint  struck  the  following  bars  under  the  USSC  listing: 
USSC-144  San  Diego  Zoo  for  Lyle  Clark  -  20,000 
USSC- 145  Israel  25th  for  Continental  Coins  -  25,000 
USSC- 146  Secretariat  for  Danny  Crabb  -  20,00 
USSC-149  Women’s  Lib  for  Danny  Crabb  -  26,000 
USSC- 148  Daniel  Boone  for  Chattanooga  Coins  -  10,000 


LINCOLN  MINT 

Lincoln  Mint  located  in  Chicago  purchased  many  of  the 
Mount  Everest  dies.  Many  of  these  dies  were  used  to  re-strike 
bars,  and  then  listed  them  under  Lincoln  Mint. 

Mount  Everest  Mint  struck  their  bars  in  .999  fine  silver, 
and  Lincoln  is  striking  them  in  Sterling  Silver  (.925).  Prices  were 
also  increased. 

Bejeweled  Christmas  Tree,  1974  was  issued  by  Lincoln  as 
Bejeweled  Christmas  Tree,  1977 

Snowflake  Pendant  was  Christmas,  1974  —  Noel  Pendant 
was  MEM  Christmas  1975  -  Family  Carolers  was  MEM 
Christmas  1975  —  Nativity  ingot  was  MEM  Christmas  1973  —
